How the Boot Results May Be Obtilft* 


ed—Things to Avoid. 


On first consideration It does not 


scorn possible thiit there cun be much 
to learn In the simple matter of gar- 
den watering, but such grave and dis- 
astrous mistakes cnn bo made In thin 
direction Ihut a few hlals should prov» 
useful to amateur horticulturists. 


Jt should be said at once that th« 


•wnlurlns of whole beds and border* 
should bo delayed for us long as possi- 
ble, moisture ouly being given nrtlil- 
dully to ouch BUbjeots ns mint have a 
fairly damp soli in which to prosper 
und, ot course, to small seedling plants. 
Ovorwaterlng Is frequently a cause ot 
loss. 


By keeping the surface well loosened 


with the hue, so Unit every drop of rain 
slnUs into the soil, the time when the 
hose or water cnn become absolutely 
necessary may be put off for several 
lays. 
Hut when the day arrives on 


which wtiterliig Is essential let It be a 
thorough Konklng you give (ho plants. 
A inoro Hprlnkllng of moisture Ihen 
docs much more hurra tlmn good.

WATERING PLANTS. 


How the Boot Results May Be Obt»i»« 


ed—Things to Avoid. 


On first consideration it does not 


scorn possible that there can be much 
to learn In the simple matter of gar- 
den watering, but such grave and dis- 
astrous mistakes can be made in thl* 
direction thut a few hints should prov« 
useful to amateur horticulturists. 


It should be said at once that the 


watering of whole beds and borders 
should bo delayed for as long as possi- 
ble, moisture only being given artlfl- 
dally to snch subjects as must have a 
fairly dump soil in which to prosper 
and, 
of course, to small seedling plants. 


Overwaterlng is frequently a cause of 
loss. 


By keeping the surface well loosened 


with tlio hoc, so that every drop of rain 
sinks into the soil, tlie lime when the 
hose or -water can become absolutely 
necessary rany be put ofl! for several 
days. 
But when tlio dtiy arrives on 


which watering is essential let it be a 
thorough soaking you give (lie plants. 
A rncrc sprinkling of moisture then 
dor?* much more harm than good.

All that is necessary in such a place 
is to wade out and pick them up, and 
throwing them into thu boat, 
take 


them ashore, 
However, It does not 


take long to deplete the beds that are 
found in the shallow places, and an- 
other method is used to get the clams 
out where t"he water Is deeper. 


For thin purpos the clammer has a 


rig which consists of a piece of wood 
to which are fastened a number of 
short chains, on the ends of which 
are blunt hooks. 
This contrivance 


is dragged along the bottom of the 
river, on which the clams He with 
their sheila open, 
When one of the 


chains hits a clam he quickly closes 
his shell and catches the chain and 
hangs on Hike grim death, and when 
the rig is pulled up he is still there 
and is taken, off and deposited in the 
boat, 
The clams that 
are 
smart 


enough to keep their mouths closed 
do not ffot caught.' 
This 
should 


prove a lesson to some people who do 
not ilive more thaji a thousand miles 
from the Tribune office. . However 
this is not a lecture on morality, but 
merely a recitation of the perils that 
a clammer encounters while pursu- 
ing hla hazardous occupation. 


After the clams are taken ashore 


they are treated to a hot water bath 
which kills the animal, when they are 
removed from the shell. 
A search 


is also made for pearls and 
slugs, 


altho it is stated that the clams of 
Wisconsin river do not produce any- 
thing very valuable in this line, the 
product being used to set in cheap 
jewelry 
The shells are shipped to button 


factories where the 
ordinary - pearl 


button is cut from them. 
There are 


several different varieties of clams 
found in the 
Wisconsin 
river, 
all 


being sufficiently heavy with tho ex- 
ception of the sand shell, wWchw too 
thin, for this purpose. 
It is stated 


that the clammers make fa rly goo 
wages, in many instances better than 
they would at ordinary work, the 
income depending to a largo extent 
on the number of clams that aie l>- 
ing on the bottom with their mouths 
open.

Dr. Provost, taken from the Oshkosh 
Northwestern, notice of whose death 
was published in a recent issue

the Tribune, may prove of interest to 
his .former t'riends in this locality:

Oshkosh twenty years ago, and since 
that time the doctor had devoted his 
attention exclusively to ailments of 
the eye, car, nose- and throat. 


In Service About Year 


He enlisted in the medical depart- 


ment of the United States army about 
a year ago and was in charge of the 
eye, ear, nose and throat cases, first 
at Fort Rlley, Kas., and later at Fort 
Bliss. 
During all his medical prac- 


tice in Oshkosh, Dr. Provost was a 
surgeon for the Soo, line. 
The family 


resided .at SO Mr. Vernon street. 
He 


was a member of Oshkosh Lodge No, 
27, of Masons and Tyrian 
Chapter 


No. 15, Royal 
Arch 
Masons. 
Ho 


was also a member of Oshkosh Lo- 
dge No. 2.92, of Elks and was a mem- 
ber of the Knights of Pythias. Flags 
over those buildings are at half mast 
today in respect to his memory.

Provost is survived by four brothers 
and three .sisters.

"""' WATERING PLANTS. 


How the Best Results May Be Obl«i»- 


ed—Things to Avoid. 


On flrst consideration it does not 


seem possible that there can be much 
to learn in the simple matter of gar- 
den watering, but such grave and. dis- 
astrous mistakes can be made In thl» 
direction that a few hints should prov* 
useful to amateur horticulturists. 
. It should be said at once that the 
watering of whole beds and bordera 
should be delayed for as long as possi- 
ble, 
moisture only being given artifi- 


cially to snch subjects as must have a 
fairly damp soil in which to prosper 
and, of course, to small seedling plants. 
Overwaterlng is frequently a cause o* 
loss. 
By keeping the surface well loosened 


with tlie hoe, so that every drop ot rain 
sinks into the soil, the time when the 
hose or water can become absolutely 
necessary may be'put off for several 
Jays. 
But when the day arrives on 


which watering is essential let it be a 
thorough soaking you give the plants. 
A. mere sprinkling of moisture then 
does much more barm than good.

He enlisted in the medical depart- 
ment of the United States army about 
a year ago and was in charge of the 
eye, 
ear, nose and throat cases, first 
at Fort liiley, Kas., and later at Fort 
Bliss. 
During all his medical prac- 
tice in Oshkosh, Dr. Provost was a 
surgeon -for the Sop, line. 
The family 


resided at 89 Mr..V'eraon street. He 
was a-member of Oshkosh Lodge No. 
27, of Masons and Tyrian 
Chapter 
No. 15, Royal Arch 
Masons. 
He 
was also a member of Oshkosh Lo- 
dge No. 292, of Elks and was a mem- 
ber of the Knights of Pythias. Flags 
over those buildings are at half mast 
today in respect to his memory. 
Besides his wfie and daughter, Dr. 
Provost is survived by four brothers 
and three sisters. The brothers are

organisms—molds, yeasts and bacte- 
[•!„—cunse foods to spoil, 
Thoy i\re 


present constantly everywhere—In ulr, 
water and soil, and on food. 
All ox- 


ist In teeming millions, and all except 
molds are so tiny as to be Invisible 
without the aid of a microscope. 


Tho object In canning Is first to kill 


all the molds, yeasts ami bacteria that 
may bo on tho food, and thon to seal 
the food in genn-froe containers, and 
seal them so well that no other organ- 
Isms may enter. 


Molds thrive In dampness and dark- 


ness and prefer freedom from cur- 
rents of air. 
They require oxygen, 


moisture nnd warmth, ami feed upon 
sugar and starches. 
Since they can 


grow In the presence of acids, they 
readily 
attack 
fruit 
and 
tomatoes. 


Molds are killed easily by moist boat. 


Yeasts are of maily kinds, all one- 


colled plants, which reproduce by the 
growth of a bud on the edge of a 
cell. 
The buds quickly become full-

mother cells. The use of yeast In bread- 
making Is familiar. 
Whon supplied 


with food 
(in the form of sugar),

Bacteria 


require warmth, moisture and food. 
Certain species thrive without air. 
Sincu few bacteria thrive in nclds or 
in the presence of much sugar, tholr 
destruction Is less difficult In fruits 
and tomatoes than In such vegetables 
us corn, peas and beans or In meats, 
which of all foods are tho most diffi- 
cult to can safely. 
Bacteria In their 


active growing state can be killed by 
moist heat at boiling temperature, but 
unfortunately for the canner the bac- 
teria spores are much more resistant 
to heat. 
All bacteria in the spore 


statu can be destroyed by a tompera- 
tu.ve of 2-10 to 200 degrees Fahren- 
heit, moist heat.

Swallows Fight for Fanners 


They Are the Light Cavalry of the Bird Army 


"The Jinny of the birds" Is u familiar phrase, yet the picture 
it paints 


in most minds is, perhaps, .in army on the march rather than an army in 
co.nlmt; the. birds In annual migration from stone to /.one rather than the 
lilrds on dally duty from field to field. 
The latter and more accurate Jtle-i 


comes only when special branches o£ the service are pointed out-when lor 
instance, u bin] experts soys, "The swallows are the light cavalry of the nr 5 
of birds, over on the move, always on the skirmish line, foraging the Hems 
of air, constantly on the alert to cut off stragglers from insect camps and 
missing no opportunity to destroy these enemies of the fanner. 


The phrases quoted are used in the opening paragraph of a bnUftm 


issued by the United States department of agriculture. It is entitled 
Pood 


Habits of the Swallows, a Family of Valuable Native Birds." It is the last 
work done by one of the greatest economic ornithologists Uie world has pro- 
duced, Prof. P. E. L. Deal, for 2o years an assistant in the bureau of biological 
survey, and whose death occurred October 1, 191.0. 


The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow that are of wide 


distribution In the United States, the Purple Martin, the Cliff swallow, the 
Earn wallow, the Tree swallow, the Violet-Green swallow, the Bank swallow 
and the Hough-Winged swallow. The food habits of all the spec es are, of 
course, similar, but'they vary in certain more or less important details. 
It 


Id shown, for Instance, that while the other six species eat practically no 
vegetable food except such as is Incidentally taken with insect food the Tree 
Bwallow occasionally makes a full meal of berries or seeds. It is definitely 
Bhown, however, that no swallow consumes any vegetable food that Is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. And 
even this forms such a small part of the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept for the Tree swallow, the vegetable element will not average one-hull 
of 1 per cent of the total diet. 


With few exceptions, the insects eaten by swallows are injurious, 
bince 


Callows take their food on the wing, it follows that they must feed upon 
flying insects, and, for the most part, predacious beetles and other beneficial 
ground-frequenting forms escape. The biggest single Item In the swallow diet 
IH Dlptera, the order of insects to which belong Hies, gnats and inosqultoes. 
This Item constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the total when averaged for the 
seven species. The next largest Item is Hemlptera, the order of insects nclud- 
ing the chinch bug, plant lice and the like. It is shown that, of! the beetles 
eaten a large part is made up of weevils, including the cotton boll weevil, 
the clover weevil, the strawberry weevil, the alfalfa weevil, which is a re- 
cently imported pest, and other highly destructive weevils. 


On the whole the swallows are shown to be a highly beneficial bird 


family and deserving of all the encouragement and protection that can be 
given. 


Underground Railroad and 


Useless Caucus Room, Two 


Extravagances at Capitol. 


One of the curiosities of the capitol 


Is tho miniature railroad that connects 
the senate, via underground passage, 
with tho senate ollice building, relates 
a Washington correspondent. The cars 
of this railroad operate on a monorail 
by electricity. 


The road is about,150 yards In length 


and has a double track. 
When one 


car is at one end of the track the other 
car Is at the other end, and vice versa. 
The railroad was intended originally to 
aid senators in making speed 
from 


their ollices to the senate chamber. Roll 
calls do not require much time in the 
senate and there is danger that if a 
roll call is asked when a senator Is In 
Ills ofllco he will miss the roll call un- 
less he uses the electric car. 
That 


saves him about ton or fifteen seconds' 
time. 


The road Is open to the public and 


it costs nothing to rido. As a conse- 
quence messenger 
boys, clerks and j 


janitors use the railroad freely, while j 
senators, except on days when the j 
weather Is inclement, prefor to walk in 
the open air between their offices and 
the senate chamber. 


Besides the Initial equipment, the 


road entails an expense of about ?DO 
weekly for the employ of two opera- 
tors and probably half that amount for 
electricity. This would make a yearly 
expense of $3,900 as a vwry conserva- 
tive estimate. As a matter rut. i'oct the 
railroad probably costs more like $0,000 
or $7,000 a year. 


The senate has another extravagance 


that is almost an eyesore. This is the 
palatial caucus room that cost no one 
knows how many thousands of dollars 
when the senate office building was 
constructed. The 
room 
is finished 


throughout in marble and'has immense 
crystal chandeliers. It has the largest 
seating capacity of any room in the 
capitol except the hall of the house 
nnd the senate chamber. 


Yet the acoustic properties of tho 


room are. .so bad that it Is never used, 
and It stands there as an expensive 
monument to some one's mistake in 
planning the senate office building. Of 
course a person would ordinarily pay 
no attention to such a thing as bad 
acoustic properties, but in this room it 
cannot help but be noticed.

males unless you Intend hatching the 
eggs.

Don't expect every egg_ to hatch 


when you buy eggs for that purpose 
frpm some good breeder. 
Your own 


eggs as a rule will not do that well. 


Don't allow a dirty, stale egg to go 


Into your market basket, no matter 
how high they are or how badly you 
need the money. 


Don't be afraid to work, with your 


poultry the year round, as it is the 
only road to success, and one must 
stick to the right track. Keep up In- 
terest In your poultry both, winter and 
summer. No matter what other duties 
yon have, they should not be neg- 
i«ct«d. 


Ants in the Kitchen. 


In regard to the question as to how 


to get rid of small ants in a kitchen, 
the Indiana state entomologist says: 
"One of the. best remedies Is to'make 
a sirup of four ounces of sugar to one- 
half pint of water, and after this sirup 
has boiled add one ounce of sodinm 
fluoride. Moisten a sponge with this 
and put it in a can that has some 
holes punched in it; then place this 
where the ants are most numerous. 
The Idea is to get the ants feeding on 
this and in that way carry some back 
to their nest. 
If they stop feeding, 


move the can bach a short distance 
and they will again start eating. ,The 
can should be kept moist with this 
sirup und the ants will soon disap- 
pear."

America's new medal of honor, the 


highest of the three decorations re- 
cently authorized by congress,' may 
be won only by officers and men of 
the American army who have

formed In action "deeds of the most 
distinguished personal bravery and 
self-sacrifice" under orders issued by 
General Pershing and made public by 
Secretary Baker. 


The distinguished service cross and 


distinguished service medal may be 
awarded officers and men of the allied 
as well as the American forces and al- 
so to nurses and other women serving 
with these forces. The service cross 
will be awarded only for distinguished 
service in aation, but the service med- 
nl may be awarded "to anyone who 
distinguishes himself or herself by ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service to the 
government In a duty of great respon- 
sibility in time of war or In connec- 
tion with.operations against an armed 
enemy of the United States."

GOOD PULLETS ARE FAVORED 


Advice of Experienced Poultry Raiser 


Will Greatly Assist Amateur—One 


of General-Purpose Breeds Is 


Preferable. 


The best way for the city poultry 


keeper to procure hens is to purchase 
them In the fall. 
An effort should be 


mado to obtain pullets rather than 
older hens, and the pullets .selected 
should be well matured, so that they 
will begin to lay before cold weather. 


Evidences of the maturity of pullets 


are the development and red color of 
the comb and a size and growth which 
are good for the breed or variety. Hens 
will lay litlle or no eggs during tho 
fall and early winter while they are 
molting. 
Well-matured pullets, how- 


ever, should lay fairly well during this 
period, so that an Immediate return Is 
realized from the investment. 


Advice Helps Inexperienced. 


When pullets are to be purchased, 


It is well if possible to go to some farm- 
er or poultryman who may be known 
to the prospective purchaser. 
In some 


cases it may pay to make arrangements 
with the farmer to raise the desired 
number of pullets at an agreed price. 
Where the householder does not have 
an opportunity to go into the country 
for his pullets, he can often pick them 
out among the live poultry shipped Into 
the city to be marketed. 


The advice of someone who knows 


poultry should be .sought to make sure 
that pullets or young hens are obtained 
and that the stock is healthy. 
Often 


local poultry associations are glad to 
help the prospective poultry keeper to 
get stock by putting him in communi- 
cation with some of Its members hav- 
ing stock for sale. Sometimes boards 
of trade or chambers of commerce are 
glad to help,bring together the pro- 
spective purchaser and the 
poultry 


raiser. 


Kind of Fowls to Keep. 


Householders usually desire not only 


eggs for the table and for cooking, but 
also an occasional chicken to eat. For 
this reason -one of the general-purpose 
breeds, such as the Plymouth Rock, 
Wyandotte, 
Rhode 
Island 
Red, or 


Orpington, Is preferable to Iho smaller 
egg breeds, such as the Leghorns. Not 
only do the mature fowls of these 
brqeds, because of their larger size, 
make better table fowls than the Leg- 
horns, but the young chickens for the 
same reason make better, friers and 
roasters, whereas chickens of the egg 
breeds are only suitable for the small- 
er broilers. 


Helping Village and Town. 
Duty does not stop with the 


raising of poultry products suf- 
ficient: to feed the home folks 
on the farm. Many village peo- 
ple will have to look to the near- 
by farm for poultry or probably 
go without. 
Many people in 


town have not even a back yard 
and cannot maintain a laying 
flock. These folks look to the 
farm for fresh eggs and chick- 
ens for the table. Doaens of 
people in near-by villages and 
towns would gladly have a back- 
yard flock if it could be pro- 
cured near home. The farmer 
should rear extra pullets to help 
fill this call from the village and 
town. 


Clean Yards Imperative. 


Cleanliness Is Imperative in back- 


yard poultry keeping. Poultry in small 
back yards leave so much droppings 
on the lurid they occupy that unless 
the droppings are frequently removed 
the soil soon becomes foul. The back- 
yard poultry keeper has to toko as 
much pains to keep his yard sanitary 
as to keep the floor of the poultry 
house sanitary. Lack of thoroughness 
In cleaning 
and 
disinfecting small 


yards is responsible for much more 
disease nnd debility than insanitary in- 
terior ground spaces. 


Measures to prevent lice and mites 


should also be followed systematically 
and thoroughly in back yard poultry 
keeping. 
While the neglected farm 


poultry house is often overrun 'with 
lice to' the detriment of the flock, the 
hens on a farm have so much bettor 
opportunities than those in the small 
back yard to rid themselves of lice 
that a litlle slackness on the part of 
the keeper in measures to prevent lico 
is not likely to give the parasites such 
a start as the same negligence would 
In the case of a back yard flock. 


Don't Overstock Hen Yard 


The size of the flock which can be 


most efficiently kept will depend first 
upon the space available and second 
upon the amount of table scraps or 
other waste which is available for feed. 
It is a mistake to try to overstock the 
available space. Better results will be 
obtained from a few hens in a small 
yard than from a larger number. The 
backyard poultry flock rarely will con- 
sist of over 20 or 25 hens and in many 
cases of no more than eight or ten, or 
occasionally of only three or four. 
For a flock of 20 to 25 hens a space of 
not less than 25 by 30 feet should be 
available for a yard. Where less space 
is available, the size of the flock should

Determining Chickens' Ages. 


A common way of testing tho age of 


dressed poultry, as described by home 
economics specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture, Is to 
take between thumb and finger the ecd 
of the breastbone, farthest from the 
head, and attempt to bend it to one 
side. In a very young bird, such as a 
"broiler" chicken or a green goose, it 
will be easily bent, like the cartilage 
In the human ear; In a bird a year or 
so old it will be brittle, and in an old 
bird, tough and hard to bend or break. 


Tricky dealers have been known to 


break the end of the breastbone be- 
fore showing the bird, thus rendering 
the test useless.

It Is entitled, "Food 
Habits of the Swallows, a Family of Valuable Native Birds." It Is the last 
work done by fine of the greatest economic ornithologists, Uie world has pro- 
duced, i'rof. F. E. L. Beal, for 23 years nil assistant In the bureau of biological 
survey, and whose death occurred October 1, 391U, 


The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow that are oC wide 


distribution In the United States, the Purple Martin, the CllfC swallow, the 
Burn Rwullow, the Tree swallow, the Vlolot-Greon swallow, the Bank swallow 
imd the Hough-Winged swallow. The food habits of all the species are, of 
course, .similar, but they vary in certain more or less Important details. 
It 


Is shown, for Instance, Hint while tho other six species cat practically no 
vegetable food except sQoli as Is Incidentally taken with Insect food, the Tree 
swallow occasionally makes a full meal ol berries or seeds. It Is definitely 
shown, however, that no Mvnllow consumes any vegetable food that is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. 
And 


even this forms such u small part of the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept for the Tree swallow, the vegetable element will not average one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total diet. 


With few exceptions, the Insects eaten by swallows are injurious. Since 


mutllows take their food on the wing, It follows that they must feed upon 
flying Insects, and, for the most purt, predacious beetles and other beuellclul 
ground-frequenting forms escape. The biggest single Item in the swallow diet 
Is rilptern, the order of Inscels to which belong Hies, gnats and mosquitoes. 
This Hem constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the totnl when averaged for the 
seven species. The next largest item Is Ilemiptera, the order of insects Includ- 
ing the chinch bug, plant lice and the. like. It Is shown that, of the beetles 
eaten, a large part Is made up of weevils, Including the cotton boll weevil, 
the clover weevil, the strawberry weevil, the all'alfu weevil, which Is a re- 
cently Imported pest, anil other highly destructive weevils. 


On the whole, the swallows are shown to bo a highly beneficial bird 


family and deserving of all the encouragement and protection that can be 
given.

Underground Railroad and 


Useless Caucus Room, Two 


Extravagances at Capitol. 


One of the curiosities of the capltol 


Is the. miniature railroad that connects 
the senate, via underground passage, 
with the senate otllcc building, relates 
a Washington correspondent. The cars 
of this railroad operate on a monorail 
by electricity. 


The road Is about.TSJO yards In length 


and has a double track. 
When one 


car is at one end of tho track the other 
car Is at the other end, and vice versa. 
The railroad was intended originally to 
aid senators In making speed 
from 


their olllces to the senate chamber, lloll 
calls do not require much time In the 
senate and there is danger Unit 1C a 
roll call Is asked when a senator is In 
his olllce he will miss the roll call un- 
less he uses the electric car. That 
saves him about ten or Ill'touu seconds' 
time. 


Tho road Is open to the public and 


It costs nothing to ride. As a conse- 
quence messenger boys, clerks and 
janitors use thu railroad freely, while 
senators, except on days when the 
wouther is Inclement, prefer to wall: In 
the open air between their ortlcus and 
the senate chamber. 


Besides tho Initial equipment, the 


road entails an expense of about $50 
weekly for the employ of two opera- 
tors and probably half that amount for 
electricity. This would make a yearly 
expense of $; 
J.,UOO us a TKC.V conserva- 


tive estimate.. As a matter erf fact the 
railroad probably costs more like $6,000 
or ¥7,000 a year 


The senate has another extravagance 


that Is almost an eyesore. This Is the 
palatial caucus room that cost no one 
knows how many thousands of dollars 
when the senate otlice building was 
constructed. The 
room 
is 
finished 


throughout In marble and bus Immense 
crystal chandeliers. It bus the largest 
seating capacity of any room In the 
capital except the hall of the house 
and the senate chamber. 


Yet the acoustic properties of the 


room are so bad that It is never used, 
and it stands there ns an expensive 
monument to some one's mistake in 
planning the senate ofllce building. Of 
course a person would ordinarily pay 
no attention to such n _ tiling as bad 
acoustic properties, but in this room It 
cannot help but be noticed. 


Ants in the Kitchen. 


In regard to the question as to how 


to get rid of small ants In a kitchen, 
the Indiana state entomologist says: 
"One of Ihe best remedies Is to 'make 
a sirup of four ounces of sugar to one- 
half pint of water, and after this sirup 
has boiled add one ounce of sodlnm 
fluoride. Moisten a sponge with this 
and put it in u can that has some 
holes punched In It; then place this 
where the lints are most numerous. 
The Idea Is to get Ihe ants feeding on 
this and In that way carry some back 
to their nest. 
If they stop feeding, 


move the can back n short distance 
nnd they will again start eating. ,The 
can should be kept moist with this 
sirup and the ants will soon disap- 
pear,"

The bost way for tho city poultry 


keeper to procure liens Is to pun huso 
them In the full. 
An effort should bo 


niudo to obtain pulluls rather than 
older liens, and tho pullets .selected 
should bo well matured, so tlmt they 
will begin to lay before, cold weather. 


Evidences of tho maturity of pullets 


aro Ihu development and red color of 
thy comb and a slue and growth which 
nro good for the breed or variety, lions 
will lay little or no egg.s during tho 
fall and early winter while, (hoy nro 
molting, 
Well-matured pullets, how- 


over, should lay fairly well during this 
period, so that an Immediate leturii Is 
realized from the Investment. 


Advice Helps Inexperienced. 


When pullets are to bu purchased, 


It Is well If possible to go to SOUKS fann- 
er or poultryman who may be known 
to tho prospective purchaser. In some 
cases it may pay to make arrangements 
with the farmer to rulse the desired 
number of pullets at an agreed price, 
Where the householder docs not hnvo 
nn opportunity to go Into the country 
for his pullets, he cnn often pick them 
out among the live poultry shipped Into 
the city to be marketed. 


The advice of someone who knows 


poultry should be sought to make sure 
that pullets or young liens are obtained 
and that the stock Is healthy. 
Often 


local poultry associations are glad to 
help tho prospective poultry keeper to 
gel stock by putting him in communi- 
cation with some of its members hav- 
ing stock for sale. Some! lines boards 
of trade or chambers of commerce are 
glad to help,bring together the pro- 
spective purchaser and the poultry 
raiser. 


Kind of Fowl* to Keep. 


Householders usually desire not only 


eggs for tup table nnd for cooking, but 
also an occasional chicken to out. For 
this reason one of tho general-purpose 
breeds, such as the Plymouth Ilock, 
Wyandotto, Rhnrlp Island 
Kod, or 


Orpington, Is prpfemWo to Hie smaller 
egg breeds, such as the Leghorns. Not 
only do the mature fowls of these 
breeds, biicnuse of their larger size, 
make belter table fowls than the Leg- 
horns, but tho young chickens- for the 
same reason make better, friers and 
roasters, whereas cfilckcns of the egg 
breeds are only suitable for the small- 
er broilers.

Don't Overstock Hen Yard. 


The size of tho flock which cnn bo

Betlpr results will bo 
obtained from a few bens in a small 
yard than from a larger number. Tho 
backyard poultry flock rarely will con- 
sist of over 20 or 20 hens and In many 
cases of no more than eight or ten, or 
occasionally of only three or four. 
For a flock of 20 to 25 hens a space of 
not less than 25 by 30 feet should be

Canning Kills Food Foes. 


Foods decompose or spoil because 


they are attacked by living germs, 
minute forms of plant life of the low- 
est order. 
Three types of these tiny 


organisms—molds, yeasts and bacte- 


rin—canse foods to spoil. 
TheV n*-e 


present constantly everywhere—in air, 
water nnd soil, and on food. 
All es- 


ist in rooming millions, and all except 
molds nre so tiny as to be invisible 
without the aid of a microscope. 


The object in canning is first'to kill 


nil the molds, ycnsts and bacteria that 
may be on the food, nnd then to senl 
the food ill germ-free containers, nnd 
seal them so well thnt no other organ- 
isms mny enter. 


Wolds thrive in dampness and dark- 


ness nnd prefer freedom from cur- 
rents of air. 
They require oxygen, 


moisture and 'warmth, nnri feed upon 
sugar and sturchps. 
Since they can 


grow In the presence -of acids, they 
readily attack fruit 
and tomatoes. 


Molds" nre killed easily by moist heat. 


Toasts are of mariy kinds, all one- 


celled plnnts, which reproduce by the 
growth of a hud on the edge of a 
cell. 
The buds quickly become full- 


grown nnd break away from 
the 


mother cells. The use of yeast In brend- 
mal;ing is fnmlllar. 
When supplied 


with food (in the form of sugar), 
warmth, 
moisture 
and 
nir, 
yensts 


grow, breaking up the sugar and pro- 
ducing alcohol and a gas called car- 
bon dioxid. 
' 


Bacteria are much more difficult to 


destroy than molds nnd yeasts and 
nre the chief foe to combat in pre- 
serving food. 
They are 
one-celled 


plants but smaller than yeasts. 
A 


single bacterium mny produce mil- 
lions more In a few hours. 
Bacteria 


require wnrmth, moisture nnd food. 
Certain species thrive without air. 
Since few bacteria thrive In acids or 
in the presence of much sugar, their 
destruction is less difficult in fruits 
nnd tomatoes than in such vegetables 
as corn, peas nnd beans or in meats, 
which of nil foods are the most .diffi- 
cult to can safely. 
Bacteria in their 


active growing state can be killed 'by 
moist heat at boiling temperature, but 
unfortunately for the canner the bac- 
teria spores are much more resistant 
to heat. 
All bacteria In the spore 


state cnn be destroyed by a tempera- 
tus« of 2-10 to 250 degrees Fahren- 
heit, moist heat. 
This temperature 


can be secured with steam under 
pressure.

Swallows Fight for Fanners 


They Are the Light Cavalry of the Bird Army 


- "The army of the birds" is a familiar phrase, yet the picture it paints 


in most minds is, perhaps, an'army on the -.march rather Oian an armj in 
combat; the birds in annual migration from zone to fne rathe^;f ** 
birds on daily duty from-.field to field. ,The atter and. more accurate, idea 
comes only when special branches of the service are pointed out—-* hen, for 
instance, a bird experts says, "The swallows are the light cavalry of the army 
of birds, over on the move, always on the skirmish line, foraging the fields 
of air constantly on the alert'to cut off stragglers from .insect camps and 
missing no opportunity to destroy these enemies of the farmer. 


The phrases quoted are used in the opening paragraph of.a 


issued by the United States department of agriculture. It is entitled. 
Habits of the Swallows, a Family of Valuable Ivabve Birds.' " is the last 
work done by one of the greatest economic ornithologists the world has pro- 
duced. Prof. F. E. L. Beal, for 25 years an assistant in the bureau of biological 
survey, and whose death occurred October 1, 1916. 


The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow flat are of wide 


distribution in the United States, the Purple Martin the ?^ *wf °1T' ^ 
Barn swallow, the Tree swallow, the Violet-Green swallow, the Bank swallow 
and the Rough-Winged swallow. The food habits of all the species are, of 
course, similar, but they vary in certain more or less important details It 
is shown, for instance, that while the other six species eat practically no 
vegetable food except such as is incidentally taken with msect food, the Tree 
Bwallow occasionally makes a full meal of berries or seeds. It is definitely 
shown, however, that no swallow consumes any vegetable food that is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. And 
even this forms such a small part of the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept for the Tree swallow, the vegetable element will not average one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total diet.

With few exceptions, the insects eaten by swallows are injurious. 
Since 


swallows take their food on the wing, it follows that they must feed upon 
flying insects, and, for the most part, predacious beetles and other beneficial 
ground-frequenting forms escape. The biggest single item in the swallow diet 
fs Diptera, the order of insects to which belong flies, gnats and niosquitoes. 
This item constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the total when averaged for lie 
seven species. The next largest item is Hemiptera, the order of insects includ- 
ing the chinch bug, plant lice and the like. It is shown that, of-the beetles 
Sten a largo part is made up of weevils, including the cotton boll weevil, 
ttec'lover 
weevil, the strawberry weevil, the alfalfa weevil, which -is a re- 


cently imported pest, and other highly destructive weevils.

Underground Railroad and 


Useless Caucus Room, Two 


Extravagances at Capitol. 


One of the curiosities of the capitol 


is the miniature railroad that connects 
the senate, via underground passage, 
with the senate office building, relates 
a Washington correspondent. The cars 
of this railroad operate on a monorail 
by electricity. 


The road is about^SO yards in length 


and has a double track. 
When one 


car is at one end of the track the other 
car is at the other end, and vice versa. 
The railroad was intended originally to 
aid senators in making speed 
from 


their offices to the senate chamber. Roll 
calls do not require much time in the 
senate and there is danger that Lf a 
roll call is asked when a senator is in 
his office he will miss the roll call un- 
less he uses the electric car. 
That 


saves him about ten or fifteen seconds' 
time. 


The road is open to the public and 


it costs nothing to ride. As a conse- 
quence messenger boys, clerks and 
janitors use the railroad freely, while 
senators, except on days when the 
weather is inclement, prefer to walk in 
the open air between their offices and 
the senate chamber. 


Besides the initial equipment, the 


road entails an expense of about $50 
weekly for the employ of two opera- 
tors and probably half that amount for 
electricity. This would make a yearly 
expense of $3,9OO as a wry conserva- 
tive estimate. As a matter ot fact the 
railroad probably costs more like $6,000 
or $7,000 a year. 


The senate has another extravagance 


that is almost an eyesore. This is the 
palatial caucus room that cost no one 
knows how many thousands of dollars 
when the senate office building was 
constructed. 
The room is finished 


throughout in marble and\has immense 
crystal chandeliers. It has the largest 
seating capacity -of any room in the 
capitol except the hall. of the house 
and the senate chamber. 


Yet the acoustic properties of the 


room are so bad that it is never used, 
and it stands there as an expensive 
monument to some one's mistake in 
planning the senate office building. Of 
course a person would ordinarfly pay 
no attention to such a thing as bad 
acoustic properties, but in this room it 
cannot help but be noticed.

GOOD PULLETS ARE FAVORED 


Advice of Experienced Poultry Raiser 


Will Greatly Assist Amateur—One 


of General-Purpose Breeds Is 


Preferable. 


The best way for the city poultry 


keeper to procure hens is to purchase 
them in the fall. An effort should be 
made to obtain pullets rather than 
older hens, and the pullets selected 
should be well matured, so thnt they 
will begin to lay before cold weather. 


Evidences of the maturity of pullets 


are the development and red color of 
the comb and a size and growth which 
are good for the breed or variety. Hens 
will lay little or no eggs during the 
fall and early winter while they are 
molting. 
Well-matured pullets, how- 


ever, should lay fairly well during tills 
period, so that an immediate return is 
realized from the investment. 


Advice Helps Inexperienced. 


When pullets are to be purchased, 


It is well if possible to go to some farm- 
er or poultrymun who may be known 
to the prospective purchaser. In some 
cases it may pas' to make arrangements 
with the farmer to raise the desired 
number of pullets at an agreed price. 
Where the householder does not have 
nn opportunity to go into the country 
for his pullets, he can often pick them 
cut among the live poultry shipped into 
the city to be marketed. 


The advice of someone who knows 


poultry should be sought to make sure 
that pullets or young hens are obtained 
and that the stock Is healthy. 
Often 


local poultry associations are glad to 
help the prospective poultry keeper to 
get stock by putting him in communi- 
cation with some of its members hav- 
ing stock for sale. Sometimes boards 
of trade or chambers of commerce are 
glad to help. bring together the pro- 
spective purchaser and the poultry 
raiser. 


Kind of Fowls to Keep. 


Householders usually desire not only 


eggs for the table and for cooking, but 
also an occasional chicken to eat. 
For 


this reason-one of the general-purpose 
breeds, such as the Plymouth Rock, 
Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red, or 
Orpington, is preferable to the smaller 
egg breeds, such as the Leghorns. Not 
only do the mature fowls of these 
breeds, because of their larger size, 
make better table fowls than the Leg- 
horns, but the young chickens for the 
same reason make better, friers and 
roasters, whereas chickens of the egg 
breeds are only suitable for the small- 
er broilers.

Don't Overstock Hen Yard. 


The size of the flock which can be 


most efficiently kept will depend first 
upon the space available nnd second 
upon the .amount of table scraps or 
other waste which Is available for feed. 
It is a mistake to try to overstock the 
available space. Better results will be 
obtained from a few hens In a small 
vard than from a larger number. The 
backyard poultry flock rarely will con- 
sist of over 20 or 25 hens and In many 
cases of no more than eight or ten, or 
occasionally of only three or four. 
For a flock of 20 to 25 hens a space of 
not less than 25 by 30 feet should be 
available for a yard. Where less space 
is available, the size of the flock should 


Clean Yards Imperative. 


Cleanliness Is Imperative In back 


yard poultry keeping. Poultry in small 
back yards leave so much droppings 
on the land they occupy that unless 
the droppings are frequently removed 
the soil soon becomes foul. The back- 
yard poultry keeper has to tako as 
much pains to keep his yard sanitary 
as to keep the floor of the poultry 
house sanitary. Lack of thoroughness 
in cleaning and disinfecting smal; 
yards is responsible for much more 
disease and debility than Insanitary In- 
terior ground spaces. 


Measures to prevent lice and mites 


should also be followed systematically 
and thoroughly In back yard poultry 
keeping. 
AVhile the neglected farm 


poultry house Is often overrun 'with 
lice to the detriment of the flock, the 
hens on a farm have so much better 
opportunities than those In the small 
back yard to rid themselves ot lice 
that a little slackness on the part of 
the keeper in measures to prevent llco 
is not likely to frive the parasites mich 
a start as the same negligence would 
in the case of a back yard flock.

FUEL CONSERVATION PROBLEM 


Congressman Cox Comments on the 


Changed Nature of the Decennial 
Census—vQu!ck 
Work 
in 
Passing 


Enormous Appropriation Bills.

Washington.—In the campaign for 


the snvlng of fuel—and up to the pres- 
ent time the people of the United 
States have not begun to realize the 
absolute necessity for fuel conserva- 
tion—various people have been to Doc- 
tcr Garfleld, (he fuel administrator, 
nnd suggested that he cut olf the man- 
ufacture and production of all non- 
essentials. 
But Doctor Gnrfickl has 


Investigated this subject to n consid- 
erable extent and has found out that 
what Is non-essential in ono commu- 
nity may be a -very great essential In 
finofhor community. 
His life in New 


England lias given him an opportunity 
to observe Industrial conditions and 
has 
shown 
him 
how disastrous 
It 


would bo to cut off the production of 
what many people call non-essentials. 


Doctor 
Garfield 
fold a delegation 


of people with whom he was discuss- 
ing this subject that In many commu- 
nities of the United Slates fhere are 
manufactured ' articles 
which 
have 


been placed on the non-essential list, 
and yet whole communities are de- 
pendent upon the continuation of the 
manufacture of these articles. 
Ho In- 


stanced musical Instruments, and a 
number of other articles which are for 
amusement and pleasure, To close up 
these establishments would mean the 
depriving ol! whole communities of 
their means of livelihood. 
All things 


.of this sort have been taken Into con- 
sideration In the matter of fuel con- 
servation, and while all manufacturing 
establishments will bo not only re- 
quested but compelled to limit their 
use of fuel to the utmost, It Is not 
the intention of the fuel administrator 
to cripple Industry and destroy the 
means of living. It is his hope that 
people will realize what Is necessary 
and do their best to conserve fuel. 


and ft was the "booze" that turned the 
trick in that country. 


As to propaganda, it is very doubt- 


ful whether the United States could 
have dyne anything since our entry in- 
to the war to prevent the catastrophe 
In Russia.

have no Idea of the amount of legisla- 
tion that has been 
written on tho 


statute books for the purpose of con- 
ducting the war against Germany. 
This is an evidence that the United 
States was wholly unprepared for war, 
not only from a military standpoint, 
but also from a legislative standpoint. 
Even tho president 
of 
(lie United 


States, who, as coiumandor-ln-chief of 
the army and navy, is clothed with al- 
most unlimited power during a war, 
found it: necessary to have reams of 
legislation enacted In 
on a big foreign war. 


order to carry 


Congressman Cox of Indiana took 


occasion to show that the decennial 
census for which there Is a constitu- 
tional warrant Is a much different 
thing from what it was in the early 
days of the country and we have gone 
far afield from a mere count of tho 
.people, which was the Intention of the 
fathers of the government. 
In the 


early years of the government the cen- 
sus consisted of a count of the peo- 
ple. 
Now It means a complete in- 


vestigation and survey of the whole 
country as well as an enumeration of 
the people. 
Of course the main ob- 


ject Is to ascertain tho number of peo- 
ple and tho result of the'count Is the 
most interesting feature of the census. 
No doubt the other facts are very val- 
uable, and the only fault to be found 
in regard' to them Is that the statis- 
tics are usually three. or four years 
old before they are finally completed 
and tabulated. 


Congress evidently wanted to get 


through with Its work and get a re- 
cess If possible, for there never has 
been such a speeding-up In passing 
appropriation bills-as during the past 
two or three, weeks. 
The sundry 


civil appropriation bill which usually 
takes some two or three weeks in the 
house, was' passed in two • or three 
days. 
After the senate had loaded 


It down with r.bout a billion more dol- 
lars It-passed that body. In a few hours. 
On the same day the senate came 
very near passing the $12,000,000,000 
military 
bill. 
As 
one 
senator 
re- 


marked : "We have reached the stage 
where the more billions we add to ap- 
propriations, the more' speed we put- 
on in passing the billions." 


There Is a fear in the mind of Sen- 


ator Lewis of Illinois that the United 
States may be doing some fighting on 
a western front of her own before the 
war Is over. 
The Illinois senator told 


his colleagues, recently that If Ger- 
many can completely overcome Russia 
and form an army of Russians to fight 
on the German side, this army may 
cross Siberia and enter North Amer- 
ica by way of Alaska, nnd then sweep 
down on the Pacific Northwest. 
Sena- 


tor Lewis suggested that the thing to 
do In case of any such attempt would 
be to turn Japan and China loose on 
the enemy as they tried to cross Si- 
beria. 
He expressed his belief that 


the Asiatic nations not only could 
halt the Hun, but could drive him from, 
Russian soil. 
But Germany will be 


having her hands FO full in France 
and Flanders that any such Invasion 
of the United States Is a very remote 
contingency. 


Complaint is made that the United 


States missed a great opportunity In 
Russia, and this Is followed by. a state- 
ment that this country ought to have 
exerte'd a sufficient amount of Influ- 
ence in. Russia to have prevented that 
great country from deserting the allies. 
German 
propaganda 
has. heretofore 


been credited with having turned the 
scale in Russia. 
But now comes a 


story to the effect that Kaiser Bill 
and Emperor Charles'have been send- 
ing vast quantities of liquor to Russia 


Whatever else may happen It seems 


almost certain that Moses P. Kinkald 
will be returned from tho Sixth district 
of Nebraska. 
Kinkald Is one of the 


men that attend strictly to business all 
the time. He never hankers for ad- 
journment nor docs lie seem to think 
It necessary to go out and h"x up his 
fences. 
He Is not much In evidence 


on the (loor of tho house in the way 
of making speeches, but ho Is generally 
there when the votes aro taken and he 
has the reputation of paying closer at- 
tention to every demand on the part 
of his constituents than any other mem- 
ber of the house. Kinkald was quite 
a favorite with President Taft, who al- 
ways referred to,hlm as "the sand-hill 
crane from Nebraska," mainly because 
Kinkald represented a partially arid 
district. 


Are we going to keep politics out of 


the political campaign? Even tho old- 
timers around Washington who do not 
recall what happened in 1802 during 
the Civil war, remember that In 1SG4 
the political situation became very ex- 
citing and the conditions In this coun- 
try were much more serious than they 
could possibly bo under foreign war 
conditions. So It Is altogether probable 
that this coming congressional cam- 
paign will see a lot of politics. 


Just harking back to some of tho 


special elections that have boon held 
since the United States entered Into 
the war, it Is observed that: politics 
were injected quite freely. This was 
especially true In a N'cw Hampshire 
district, in the Indiana district, and 
also In the senatorial election In Wis- 
consin. 
Tho probabilities are that 


there Is going to be a right lively po- 
litical campaign, notwithstanding some 
attempts to postpone politics until af- 
ter the war. 


There is very little complaint from 


people about the cost of any mail serv- 
ice, but there always Is a great com- 
plaint when that service is not efficient. 
For instance, outside of some of the 
critics in big cities, no one complains 
about the rural free delivery service 
although It costs forty or fifty million 
dollars more than It returns to the gov-, 
eminent. Nor is anyone complaining 
about the cost of Postmaster General 
Burleson's experiment with air mail 
service for the big cities. Rural com- 
munities do not want to curtail good 
mull' facilities for the city, but they 
are Insistent that they also get good 
service. While It is the ambition of 
tho postmaster general to make tho 
postal department self-sustaining, no 
one seems to object if there Is a def- 
icit, particularly if there has been a 
good service. 


One unfortunate feature of the talk 


about immense profiteering and graft 
in connection with war work Is that the 
small grafter Is always encouraged to 
try to make something himself. Thus 
it happens that small dealers furnish- 
ing meat to the army and commissary 
sergeants enter into a combination to 
get a little "rake-off." They seem to 
feel that while others are making big 
money out of the war they are entitled 
to make their bit. One of tho fea- 
tures of this grafting Is that it Is the 
little fellows that get caught rather 
than the big fellows.

Because Germany for Yean H«i 


Been Making Secret, Treacher- 


ous \Var on Ui 


By CLARENCE L-. SPEED 


Secretary of tho War Commltteo of tho 


Union IrOttRuo Club of Chicago, 


One of the deep, underlying reasons 


—not just a diplomatic pretext—why 
we are at war with Germany Is that 
for a generation Germany has been 
making war 
on us. 
Germany 
has 


made this war not openly, bravely or 
"humanely, but secretly, treacherously 
and persistently. 
She has sought to 


create race discord, to corrupt and de- 
nio politicians and officeholders, and 
to create separate German communi- 
ties within our borders. 'She has poi- 
soned the minds of children in our 
schools In an endeavor to make Ger- 
mans of them Instead of have them 
Krow up Into loyal American citizens. 
She has invaded the sacrednoss of the 
pulpit Itself In an endeavor to corrupt 
our people through the very leaders 
'of morality to whom they are accus* 
tomad to look for guidance. 


Those may be startling assertions: 


but they arc all true, as you shall see 
from the documents of the Germans 
themselves. We all knew that it was 
n German fleet which stripped for ac 
tlon when Dowcy sailed Into Manila 
"buy. We all knew It was the German 
•who Bought to bring about a European 
Yilllance against us when we were en- 
gaged In the wnr with Spain. Few of 
us relaized, however, that all these 
years Germany has been busy within 
our 
own borders, 
through 
editors, 


teachers and preachers, seeking to 
break down our national unity, so that 
when the time came It would be easy 
to defeat the United States In open 
warfare, to set at naught our cherish- 
ed Monroe doctrine, and to seize, In 
the Western .hemisphere, 
anything 


that tho land grabbing rulers of the 
German empire might desire. 


Tho climax of Germany's under- 


handed war on the United States camo 
In 19]3, more than a year before the 
outbreak of hostilities In Europe, This 
was tho enactment of what is known 
ns the Delhi-nek law, which provides 
thnt If an emigrant from Germany 
who Is about to be naturalized makes 
application to a Gorman consul, he 
may retain 
his Gorman citizenship 


even after ho has become a citizen of 
his adopted country, 


In plain words, this law, and the ap- 


plication of It, mean Just this: 


A German goes Into court In this 


country and solemnly foreswears al- 
legiance to the kaiser and pledges 
his word—tho temptation was to say, 
uof honor"—that he will become a loy- 
al citizen of the United States. Then 
be slips around to the German consul 
ind says: 


"You know I didn't mean thatLBf 


ill." Those Americdns'afe easy marks, 
»nd they fell for that stuff right off. 
But you Just put me. down on your list 
is a good, loyal German, and If tho 
;lme ever comes when I can prove It, 
rou can .count on me." 


So the German consul puts his name 


Sown In the little card Index of which 
the Germans are so fond, and this 
man,—this creature who swears al- 
leglencc to the country which gives 
him an opportunity to make a real liv- 
ing and to become somebody In this 
world, and at the same time swears 
jecretly to be true to Germany—Is 
turned, loose to work his will, while 
Americans go carelessly about their 
business and refuse to see the danger 
In the arrangement. 


Long before the pa'ssage of'the Del- 


bruck law, there was formed the Ve- 
rein fur das Deutschtura Im Auslnnd— 
the Union for Germanism In Foreign 
Lands, 
This organization, 
officially 


fostered in Germany, Issued a quarter- 
ly magazine, which, in Its very first Is- 
sue, outlined Its alms as follows: 


"The purpose of this union Is the 


preservation and promotion of 
the 


Germanism of over 30,000,000 people 
of German blood dwelling outside the 
German empire." 
All It alms to«do, 


you see, Is to keep Germans who come 
to this country from becoming Ameri- 
cans, 


Away back In 1SOO the Alldeutscher 


Verband, or the Pan-Germim league, 
j 


ttas formed. 
It now consists of 2GS 


chapters of which two now are—or at 
least were Immediately before the war 
—In the United States, one In New 
York and one In Sun Francisco. 
To 


quote from the Alldcutscho r.hitler, Its 
official publication, "the Pirn-German 
league is founded for promoting Ger- 
man National interests, both in Ger- 
marvy and In foreign lands." 


A few 
thinking Americans knew 


all the time what wns coming—what 
must come. But America, as a whole, 
went along In that carelessness nnd 
Indifference wi<h which it treats all 
tilings unpleasant, nnd allowed this 
Gorman war on our most sncred insti- 
tutions to continue unchecked. 


So Germany stands toda>, A-lth one 


foot on prostrate Belgium and the oth- 
er on the neck of poor deluded Rus- 
sia; with a bayonet planted 
In the 


heart of Serbia, find tho point of Its 
sword at the 
throat of Kouninnia, 


while It looks out over the 
vassal 
f- 


States of Bulgaria and Turkey to In- 
dia and the Orient.' And a.s it stands 
thus, It cries to Its foes on tho west- 
ern front: 


"Kainorad I Why go on wilh all this 


killing? Lots have a ponce by nego- 
tiation?" and, under its breath, adds, 
"I've got all I want for the present,"

poaco until 


such a Germany is absolutely defeat- 
ed? 
Shnll we negotiate a poaco and 


allow nil these Gorman preparations 
I'or 'world domination to go on until 
the time Is ripe for Germany to com- 
plete its conquefits?

the part of these men determine the speed of 
assembling. 


The driving of rivets cannot be dodged or im- 


perfectly done If tho craft Is to be put together 
properly, and while exceptional records have been 
mnde of Into In rivet driving these performances 
are In the main Isolated and by no moans an In- 
dex of everyday and universal occurrence,. Some 
of the especially'expert gangs have driven any- 
where from 1,500 (o over 7,000 rivets In a day's 
work, but tht} majority of them do not average 
more than 400 rivets during a regular 
shift.

Tim three distinctive fabricating yards on the 


Atlantic seaboard aro the Newark hay plant 
of 
I hi- Submarine Boat corporation, tho Hog Is- ' 


laud plant of Ihc American International corpor- 
ation, and tho yard of thu Merchants Shipbuild- 
ing corporation at Bristol, I'a. 
Because of the 


way in which these establishments aro Intel out 
and because they receive their nmlorliils ninety- 
odd per cent ready for erection and assembling 
and therefore need proportionately fewer men on 
the spot por ship than otherwise would he re- 
quired, It Is practicable, for (hem to handle .at 
one time an unusually largo number of vessels. 


While (Jie materials are manufactured at some 


score of different steel mills they are so true 
to dimensions, thanks to drawings of excep- 
tional accuracy anil fullness 9!' detail and pat- 
terns that are exact In overy particular, that the 
Independent concerns can be relied upon to fur- 
nish Just what Is wanted. 


Chairman Hurley of the Emergency Fleet cor- 


poration bus told us that we should bo able to 
turn'out annually quite 2,HOO,000 tons of wooden 
craft.

Where the shipwright used to hew and cut and 


patiently 
carve 
the various curiously formed 


structural milts out of relatively raw material, 
his less expert brothers, the house carpenter, the 
.Joiner, the wooden bridge builder and the Ilka 
now accomplish astonish Ing things through the 
agency of the sawmill, 
The sawmill In fact rep- 


resents today to the wooden ship- what tho steel 
mill' stands fqr In tho case of the fabricated 
freighter. 


By means of planers that can be set at «ny 


angle and saws that will operate when tilted to 
different degrees, It Is possible for the present 
(lay 
substitutes of the master wood worker, the 


shipwright, to shape and to bevel pieces of all 
•sizes and thicknesses and, besides, to do this In 
n few minutes, whore tho ship carpenter re- 
quired probably as many hours. 


The pneumatic drill commonly used In Htruc- 


. tural steel work has been modified so that It 
will answer for tho boring of holes In tho tim- 
bers of a wooden 
ship; pneumatic hammers, 


adaptations of steel riveters, are driving the 
bolts, treenails, plugs, etc,, that bind a timber 
craft together; and portable planers and kindred 
air or electrically operated tools finish off SUP 
faces and smooth Joints so that the adze aneJ tht 
other tools of the shipwright are wellnlgh dis- 
pensed 
with. 
Further, these pvrtablo power- 


driven aids are doing their work at a speed ut- 
terly unattainable by the traditional ship car- 
penter and his fellows. 


As yet tho concrete ship is too much of a nov- 


elty for predictions to be made us to tbe ultimate 
maximum of practicable tonnage, nor are we 
yet sure that the big concrete freighter of 4,000 
tons-and more Is going to prove enduring and 
economical.

Congressman Cox Comments on th 


Changed Nature of the 
Decennla

Washington,—In thu campaign to 


tbe saving of fuel— nrid up to the pros 
orit time the peoplo of tho Unlto 
States have not begun to realize til 
absolute necessity for fuel eonserva 
tlon—various people hiive been to Doc 
tcr QarUeld, thu fuel administrator 
rind suggested that he cut off the man 
ufuoturo and production of nil uon 
essentials. 
But Doctor Giirflold hn 


Investigated this subject to a consld 
enible extent mid tins found out thn 
what Is non-essential In 0110 comma 
rilty nmy ho n-vary grout essential In 
nnntlusi' cominimlty.

quested but compelled to limit thcli 
use of fuel to the utmost, It Is not 
the Intention of the fuel administrator 
to cripple Industry and destroy (he 
means of living. 
It Is his hope that 


peoplo will realize what Is necessary 
and do their best to conserve fuel. 


Congressman Cox of Indiana took 


occasion to show that tho decennial 
census for which there Is a constitu- 
tional warrant Is a much different 
thing from what. It was In the early 
days of the country and we have gone 
far afield from a mere count of the 
.people, which was the Intention of the 
fathers of the government, 
In the 


early years of the government tho cen- 
sus consisted of a count of the poo 
pie. 
Now It means a complete In- 


vestigation and survey of the whole 
country as well us an enumeration of 
the people. 
Of course the main ob- 


ject Is to ascertain the number of peo> 
pie and tho result of tho count Is the 
most Interesting feature of the census, 
No doubt the other facts nre very val- 
uable, and the only fault to bo found 
In regard' to them Is that the statis- 
tics are usually three or four years 
old before they are finally completed 
and tabulated, 


Congress evidently wanted to get 


through with Its work and got a re- 
cess If possible, for there never has 
been such a speeding-up in passing 
(ipproprlatlon bills as during the past 
two or three, weeks. 
The sundry 


civil appropriation hill which usually 
takes some two or throe weoks In the 
house, was passed In two • or three 
days. 
After tho senate had loaded 


It down with r.hout n billion more dol- 
lars It passed that body, In a few hours. 
On the same day the senate came 
very near passing the $12,000,000,000 
military 
bill. 
As one 
senator 
re- 


marked : "We have reached the stage 
where the more billions we add to ap- 
propriations, the more1 speed wo put 
on In passing the billions," 


There Is n fear In the mind of Sen- 


ator Lewis of Illinois that the United 
States may be doing some lighting on 
a western front oC her own before the 
war Is over. 
The Illinois senator told 


his colleagues, recently that If Ger- 
many can completely overcome Russia 
and form nn army of Russians to fight 
on the German side, this army may 
cross Slb'crln and enter North Amer- 
ica by way of Alaska, and then sweep 
down on the Pacific Northwest. Sena- 
tor Lewis suggested that the thing to 
do In case of any such attempt would 
be to turn Japan and China loose on 
the enemy aa they tried to cross Si- 
beria. 
He expressed his belief that 


the Asiatic nations not only could 
halt the Hun, but could drive him from 
Russian soil. 
But Germany will bo 


having her hands PO full In Krnnce 
and Flanders that any such Invasion 
of tho United States Is n very remote 
contingency. 


Complaint IB made thnt the United 


States missed a great opportunity In 
Russia,-and this Is followed by a state- 
ment that this country ought to have 
oxerte'd a sufficient amount of influ- 
ence In Russia to have prevented that 
groat country from deserting the allies. 
German propaganda 
has, heretofore 


been credited with having turned the 
scujle In Russia. 
But now comes a 


story to the effect that Kaiser Bill 
turn Emperor Charles'have been send- 
ing! vast quantities of liquor to.Russia 


und ft was the "booze" that lurnt'd the 
trick In that country. 


As to propaganda, It Is very doubt- 


ful whether tho United Stales could 
have dpne anything since our entry In- 
to the war to prevent llm catastrophe 
In Hussla. Before that time our neu- 
trality would have made It Impossible 
for us to use propaganda for or against 
Germany. It should also he remem- 
bered that the Germans have been us- 
ing the propaganda lu Hussla for a 
dDKon yours for the very purpose of ac- 
complishing the results that have been 
so favorable to tlui Germans. 


"During the pendency of U'c war," 


Is a phrase which Minis Us way Into 
a great deal of legislation that Is pass- 
ed these days. No doubt when the war 
Is over It will ho found that some of 
the legislation that has been enacted 
with tho phrase, and with the Idea of 
l i m i t i n g ' I t simply to the war, can bu 
made adaptable to future conditions 
and will be continued. 
The people 


have no Idea uf the amount of legisla- 
tion that has been 
written 
<m 
tho 


statute books for the purpose of con- 
ducting tho war 
against Germany. 


This Is an evidence that tho Uiiiled 
States was wholly unprepared for war, 
not only from a military standpoint, 
but also from a legislative standpoint. 
Even tho president of 
the 
United 


States, who, as coinmanilor-lu-chlef of 
the army and navy, Is clothed with ill- 
most unlimited power during a war, 
found It: necessary to have reams of 
legislation enacted In order to carry 
on a big foreign war, 


Whatever else may happen It seems 


almost certain (hat Moses P. Klnltald 
will be returned from the Sixth district 
of Nebraska. 
KInkuld Is one of tho 


men that attend strictly to business all 
the time. He never hankers for ad- 
journment: nor does ho scorn to think 
It necessary to go out and Ox up his 
fences. 
He Is not much In evidence 


on the Hour of I ho house In the way 
of making speeches, but: he Is generally 
there when the votes aro lnki'ii and ho 
lias the reputation of paying closer at- 
tention to every demand on the part 
of his constituents than any other mem- 
>er of the house. 
Klnlcald was quite 


n favorite with President Taft, who al- 
ways referred to,him as "the sand-hill 
crime from Nebraska," mainly because 
ICInkuld represented n partially arid 
.llstrlet. 


Are we going to keep politics out of 


the political campaign? ICven the old- 
timers around Washington who do not 
recall what happened In 3802 during 
the Civil war, remember that In 18(H 
the political situation became very ex- 
citing and the conditions In this coun- 
try were much more serious Hum they 
could, possibly be under foreign war 
conditions. So It Is altogether probable 
that this coming congressional cam- 
paign will see a lot of politics. 


Just harking back to some of (ho 


special elections that have been held 
Inco tho United Slates entered Into 
tho war, It Is observed (hat politics 
vere Injected quite freely. This was 
especially true In a N'ew Hampshire 
llstrlet, In the Indiana district, and 
ilso In tbe senatorial election In Wis- 
consin. 
The probabilities nre that 


ihero Is going to he a right lively po- 
Itlcal campaign, notwithstanding soino 
attempts .to postpone politics until uf- 
:er the war. 


There Is very little complaint from 


jcople about the cost of any mall scrv- 
c.c, but there always Is n great cosn- 
)lalnt when that service Is not elllclent. 


Instance, outside of some of tho 


critics In big cities, no one complains 
about the rural free delivery service 
ilthough it costs forty or fifty million 
lollurs'more than It returns to the gov-, 
eminent.

FUEL CONSERVATION PROBLEM 


Congressman Cox Comments on the 


Changed Nature of the Decennial 
Census—(Quick 
Work 
in 
Passing 


Enormous Appropriation Bills. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington.—In the campaign for 


the saving of fuel—and up to the pres- 
ent time tee people of die Dnited 
States have not begun to realize the 
absolute necessity for fuel conserva- 
tion-—various people have been to Doc- 
tor Garfleld, the fuel administrator, 
and suggested that he cut off the man- 
ufacture and production of all non- 
essentials. 
But Doctor Garfield has 


Investigated this subject to a consid- 
erable extent and has found out that 
what is non-essential in one commu- 
nity may be a -very great essential in 
another community. 
His iife in New 


England has given him an opportunity 
to observe industrial conditions and 
has shown him how disastrous it 
would be to cur off the production of 
what many people call non-essentials. 


Doctor Garfleld 
told a delegation 


of people with whom he was discuss- 
ing this subject that In many commu- 
nities of the United States there are 
manufactured ' articles 
which 
have 


been placed on the non-essential list, 
and yet whole communities are de- 
pendent upon the continuation of the 
manufacture of these articles, 
stanced musical Instruments, 


He In- 
and a 


number of other articles which are for 
amusement and pleasure. To close up 
these establishments would mean the 
depriving of whole communities of 
their means of livelihood. 
All things 


of this sort have been taken into con- 
sideration in the matter of fuel con- 
servation, and while all manufacturing 
establishments will be not only re- 
quested but compelled to limit their 
use of fuel to the utmost, it is not 
the intention of the fuel administrator 
to cripple Industry and destroy the 
means of living. 
It is his hope that 


people will realize what is necessary 
and do their best to conserve fuel. 


Congressman Cox of Indiana took 


occasion to show that the decennial 
census for which there is a constitu- 
tional warrant is a much different 
thing from what it was in the early 
days of the country and we have gone 
far afield from a mere count of the 
.people, which was the Intention of the 
fathers of the government. 
In the 


early years of the government the cen- 
sus consisted of a count of the peo- 
ple. 
Now It means n complete in- 


vestigation and surrey of the whole 
country as well as an enumeration of 
the people. 
Of course the main ob- 


ject is to ascertain the number of peo- 
ple and the result of the count Is Ihe 
most interesting feature of the census. 
No doubt the other facts are very val- 
uable, and the only fault to be found 
In regard" to them Is that the statis- 
tics are usually three . or four years 
old before they. are finally completed 
and tabulated. 


Congress evidently wanted to get 


through with Its work and get n re- 
cess If possible, for there never has 
been such a speeding-up in passing 
appropriation bills-as during the past 
two or three, weeks.- The sundry 
civil appropriation bill which usually 
takes some two or three weeks In the 
house, was' passed in two- or three 
days. 
After the senate had loaded 


it down with tbout a billion more dol- 
lars It- passed that body, in a few hours. 
On the same day the senate came 
very near passing the S12,000,000,000 
military 
marked: 


bill. 
As one senator re- 


"We have reached the stage 


where the more billions we add to ap- 
propriations, the more' speed we put 
on in passing the billions." 


There is a fear in the mind of Sen- 


ator Lewis of Illinois that the United 
•States may be doing some fighting on 
a western front of her own before the 
war Is over. 
The Illinois senator told 


his colleagues, recently that if Ger- 
many can completely overcome Russia 
and form an army of Russians to flght 
on the German side, this nrmy may 
cross Siberia and enter North Amer- 
ica by way of Alaska, and then sweep 
down on the Pacific Northwest. Sena- 
tor Lewis suggested that the thing to 
do in case of any such attempt would 
be to turn Japan and China loose on 
the enemy as they tried to cross Si- 
beria. 
He expressed his belief that 


the Asiatic nations not only could 
halt the Hun, but could drive him from 
Russian soil. 
But Germany will be 


having her hands FO full In France 
and Flanders that any such Invasion, 
of the United States is a very remote 
contingency. 
' 


Complaint Is made that the United 


States missed a great opportunity In 
Russia, and this Is followed by a state- 
ment that this country ought to have 
exerte'd a sufficient amount of Influ- 
ence In Russia to have prevented that 
great country from deserting the allies. 
German 
propaganda 
has heretofore 


be«n credited with having turned the 
scale in Russia. 
But now .comes a 


story to the effect that Kaiser Bill 
and Emperor Charles .have been send- 
ing; 
vast, quantities of liquor to Russia

As to propaganda, it Is very doubt- 


ful whether the Dnited States could 
have dgne anything since our entry in- 
to the war to prevent the catastrophe 
in Hussia. Before that time our neu- 
trality would have made it impossible 
for us to use propaganda for or against 
Germany. It should also be remem- 
bered that the Germans have been us- 
ing the propaganda In Russia for a 
dozen years for the very purpose of ac- 
complishing the results that have been 
so favorable to the Germans. 


"During the pendency of tl>»? war," 


Is a phrase which finds its way into 
a great deal of legislation that is pass- 
ed these days. No doubt when the war 
is over it will be found that some of 
the legislation that has been enacted 
with the phrase, and with the idea of 
limiting 'it simply to the war, can be 
made adaptable to future conditions 
and will be continued. 
The people 


have no idea of the amount of legisla- 
tion that lias been written on the 
statute books for the purpose of con- 
ducting the war against Germany. 
This is an evidence that the United 
States was wholly unprepared for war, 
not only from a military standpoint, 
but also from a legislative standpoint. 
Even the president of 
the " United 


States, who, as commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy, is clothed with al- 
most unlimited power during a war, 
found it necessary to have reams of 
legislation enacted in order to carry 
on a big foreign war. 


Whatever else may happen it seems 


almost certain that Moses P. Kinkald 


,-ill be returned from the Sixth district 
of Nebraska. Kinkaid is one of the 
men that attend strictly to business all 
the time. He never hankers for ad- 
journment nor does he seem to think 
t necessary to go out and fix up his 
fences. He Is not much in evidence 
on the floor of the house tn the way 
of making speeches, but he is generally 
there when the votes are taken and he 
has the reputation of paying closer at- 
tention to every demand on the part 
of his constituents than any other mem- 
ber of the house.

also In the senatorial election in Wis 
consin.

there Is going to be a right lively po 
litlcal campaign, notwithstanding some 
attempts to postpone politics until af 
ter the war. 


There is very little complaint from

For Instance, outside of some of the 
critics in big cities, no one complains 
about the rural free delivery service 
although It costs forty or fifty million 
dollars more than it returns to the gov- 
ernment.

Paris is augmenting the use of seal- 


skin. Capes are made with 18 and 20- 
inch borders of it; skirts are made 
with floating panels of it lined with 
chiffon; medieval cuirasses of heavy 
embroidered satin that show a glint of 
silk and metal in the design have long, 
medieval sleeves of American sealskin 
which flare over the knuckles. . 


The sealskin sacque will come back 


with the ostrich feather. These have 
always been associated In the minds 
of those who remember the days of old, 
when the height of bliss to -a fashion- 
able woman was a summer In Sara- 
toga, a pair of drop solitaire earrings, 
a short, untrimmed sealskin sacque 
and a hat ornamented with two or 
more long, floating ostrich plumes. 


The diamond earrings will not re- 


turn to fashion, but the ostrich feather 
and the sealskin coat will come out on 
the primrose path of fashion in the 
early autumn. 


The women of England and France 


have led the way. The ostrich plume 
was first demnnded by those who made 
money in munitions and had to spend 


it on the symbols of Inrnry; but soon 
the French women took it up for its 
beauty and again we have soft felt hats 
with blue and rose pink, black and 
brown thickly curled ostrich plumes 
floating around the crown and drop- 
ptng down oh the shoulder.

be evening gowns built of this silver 
and gold coat of mail cloth. 


In contrast to these glittering and 


sumptuous fabrics of a day when men 
had to wear armor as a constant pro- 
tection from the danger thrust of an 
enemy, are the new coats of leather. 


They shimmer and shine in the rain; 


they protect one from the cold; they 
will be used as jerkins, as short jack- 
ets over thick, woolen skirts when the 
autumn comes.

"She lias poi- 
soned tlio minds of children in our 
schools In tin endeavor to make Ger- 
mans of thorn Instead of have them 
Brow lip Into loyal American citizens. 
She has Invaded the sacrodnoss of the 
pulpit Itieir In im endeavor to corrupt 
our people through the very leaders 
ol' moralIty to whom they ure accuS' 
tomi'd to look for (juldance. 


Those may bo startling assertions, 


but they iiro all true, tis you shall see 
from the documents of the Germans 
themselves 
We all knew that It was 


n Get man licet which stripped for ac- 
tion when Dewoy dulled into Manila 
liny. WP all knew It was tho Germans 
who RotiKlit to hrlnft about a European 
hlllanco iiKiilnst us when we were en- 
BiiKcd In the war with Spain. Few of 
us related, however, Unit all those 
years Germany has been busy within 
our own borders, through editors, 
teachers tind preachers, 
seeking to 


break down our national unity, so that 
when the time came It would be easy 
to defeat tho United States In open 
warfare, to set at naught our cherish- 
ed Monroe doctrine, and to seize, In 
the 
Western 
hemisphere, 
anything 


that tho land grabbing rulers of the 
German empire might desire, 


Tho climax of Germany's under- 


handed war on the United States camo 
In 101K, more than a year before the 
outbreak of liottUlttos In Europe. This 
was the enactment of what Is known 
ns the Delhrurk law, which provides 
that If an emigrant from Germany 
who Is about to be naturalized makes 
application to a German consul, ho 
may retain his Gorman citizenship 
PVPII after ho has become n citizen of 
his atloplod country. 


In plain words, this law, and tho ap- 


plication of it, mean Just this: 


A Ocinnin poos Into court In this 


country and solemnly foreswears al- 
legiance to tho kaiser anil pledges 
hl-s word—tho temptation was to say, 
"of honor"—that lie will become a lay- 
si citizen of tho United States. Then 
he slips around to tho German consul 
•ml says: 


"You know I didn't mean that, Bt 


ill. Those Americans afe easy hiarkg, 
ind they fell for that stuff right off. 
But you Just put me down on your list 
is a good, loyal German, and If tho 
time ever comes when I can prove It, 
fou can count on me," 


So the German consul puts his name 


iown in the little card index of which 
tho Germans are so fond, and IhlH 
man,—this creature who swears nl- 
Ipglence to the country which gives 
him an opportunity to make a real liv- 
ing and to become somebody In this 
world, and at tho same time swears 
iccretly to be true to Germany—Is 
turned loose to work his will, while 
Americans go carelessly about their 
business and refuse to see the clanger 
In the arrangement. 


Long before the passage of the Del- 


bruck law, there was formed the Vc- 
rein fur das DculschUim Im Auslnnd— 
the Union for Germanism in Foreign 
Lands, 
This organization, odlcliilly 


fostered In Germany, Issued a quarter- 
ly magazine, which, In Its very first Is- 
eue, outlined Us alms as follows: 


"The purpose of this union Is the 


preservation and promotion of 
the 


Germanism of over 80,000,000 people 
of German blood dwelling outside the 
German empire," 
All It alms lO'do, 


yon see, Is to keep Gerinnnn who come 
to this country from becoming Ameri- 
cans. 


Away back In 1SOO the Alldeulschcr 


Verbaml, or the Pun-German league, 
Ivas formed, 
It now consists of 203 


chapters of which two now are—or at 
least were Immediately before Ihe writ 
—In tho United States, one In New 
York and one In Kun Francisco. 
To 


quote from the Alldcutsrhp Waller, Us 
official publication, "the r.m-Onimn 
league is founded for promoting Ger- 
man National Interests, both In Ger- 
many and In foreign lands."

all the time what was coming—what 
In list come, But America, as u whole,

went along In thai carelessness and 
Indifference with which H (rents all ' 
things unpleasant, and allowed this 
German war on our most microd Insti- 
tutions to continue unchecked.

One of the deep, underlying reasons

for a generation Germany has been

She has sought to 
create race discord, to corrupt and de- 
file politicians and officeholders, and 
to create separate German communi- 
ties within our borders. "She has poi- 
soned the minds of children in our 
schools in an endeavor to make Ger- 
mans of them instead of have them 
grow up into loyal American citizens. 
Sho has Invaded the sacredness of the 
pulpit itself In an endeavor to corrupt 
our people through the very leaders 
of morality to whom they are accus 
tomed to look for guidance. 


These may be startling assertions 


but they are all true, as you shall see 
from the documents of- the Germans 
themselves. We all knew that It was 
n German fleet which stripped for ac- 
tion when Dewey sailed into Manila 
lay. We all knew It was the German 
who sought to bring about a European 
alliance against us when we were en- 
gaged In the war with Spain. Few of 
us relalzed, however, that all these 
years Germany has been busy within 
our own borders, through editors, 
teachers and preachers, seeking to 
break down our national unity, so that 
when the time came it would be easy 
to defeat the United States In open 
warfare, to set at naught our cherish- 
ed Monroe doctrine, and to seize, in 
the Western .hemisphere, anything 
that the land grabbing rulers of the 
German empire might desire. 


The climax of Germany's under-

This 
was the enactment of what is known 
as the Delbruck law, which provides 
that if an emigrant from Germany 
who is about to be naturalized makes 
application to a German consul, he 
may retain his German citizenship 
even after he has become a citizen of 
his adopted country. 


In plain words, this law, and the ap- 


plication of it, mean just this: 


A German goes into court In this 


country and solemnly foreswears al- 
legiance to the kaiser and pledges 
his word—the temptation was to say, 
"of honor"—that he will become a loy- 
al citizen of the United States. Then 
he slips around to the German consul 
and says: 


"You know I didn't mean that, _Kt 


ill. Those Americans'are' easy marks, 
»nd they fell for that stuff:right off. 
But you just put me. down on your list 
ts a good, loyal German, and If the 
time ever comes when I can prove It, 
fou can .count on me." 


So the German consul puts his name 


lown In the little card index of which 
the Germans are so fond, and this 
man,—this creature who swears al- 
leglence to the country which gives 
him an opportunity to make a real liv- 
ing, and to become somebody in tils 
world, and at the same time swears 
lecretly to be true to Germany—Is 
turned, loose to work his will, while 
Americans go carelessly about-their 
business and refuse to see the danger 
In the arrangement.
